Forty Dead in 
Ocean Storms 


Fourteen Additional Deaths From Gale-Swept Seas Are 
Reported Thursday Raising the Toll 


To Two Score. 


New York, Dec. 28.—Police declare 
th a t two men taken in a recent round­ 
up of burglary suspects 
confessed 
that they had been employed by a 
laundry association at $75 a job to de­ 
stroy with acids wearing apparel in 
the workshops of laundry owners who 
refused to recognize them. 
The men were reported to have told 
police that they had worked together 
on 15 job3 and that the laundries they 
visited had been set afire by the acids. 
A watchman was burned to death in 
one of the fires, they said. 
Immediately after the 
men, who 
gave their names as Frank Marchesa 
and Louis Wallinger, had confessed, 
police raided the headquarters of a 
laundrym en^ 
association 
in 
Park 
Row. obtained records and arrested 
two officials, whose nam es they would 
not reveal. 
Information given by Marchesa and 
Wallinger, it was said, indicated that 
the 
organization which 
employed 
them had set out to destroy the shop 
of every laundryman who refused to 
recognize the association. 
M archesa and Wallinger declared 
they had been employed by other oi 
ganizations as “guerrillas." 
The men 
declared that they w ere responsible 
for the destruction by fire of a laun­ 
dry Tuesday night in Yonkers.

The Jacksonville, Florida, Journal is a strong advocate of the 
municipality ownership of public utilities. It believes that folks j 
are funny when it comes to running their common business. You j 
think you run your business pretty well. We think we run our bus­ 
iness pretty well. We all like to think we run our own individual 
business about as well as it can be run. 
And then we turn our 
common business, that upon which all our business depends,,over 
to private hands to reap profits off of our necessities. 
The Journal says: 
“Jacksonville very wisely owns its own 
electric plant, pays the lowest rate for electricity of any city in 
the country and boasts of a half million dollar profit for the 
city.” 
Xenia once had a bad experience of losing forty thousand j 
dollars in a short time in the experiment of running its own light­ 
ing plant, which gave it such a bad taste inutile mouth that it has 
never since wanted to repeat the experiment, 
We have bought and are running our water works. Time will 
tell whether it was a wise movement or not. 
The Public Utilities Journal, which 
comes regularly to our 
desk, is teeth and 
toenail against corporation 
ownership of 
utilities, showing in many articles the losses that have been sus­ 
tained by different cities in such ownership. Of course, it is its 
business to take this stand. Nevertheless, it has been a pretty 
generally well accepted theory that privately owned concerns can 
operate less expensively than those owned by the public. Perhaps 
we might say: “Take which ever horn of the dilemma you please,

en one representative, and that, if it 
has seven or more members, two of 
them should be teachers, one repre­ 
senting the city and the other the ru­ 
ral schools.

Mauna Loa. fam ed in

story, w ill erupt next Spring, prog­ 
nosticates de Vis-Norton. 
(De V is-N orton founds his prophecy 
on the nine-year theory of th e erup­ 
tion of M okuaw eoweo, the boiling pit 
en the sum m it of Mauna I>oa. 
That great cauldron, 
the 
second 
largest a ctiv e volcano in the w orld, 
has belched forth m olten lava every 
nine years sin ce science was first a t­ 
tracted to th is fam ous volcanic zone. 
P rofessor T nom as A. Jaggar, vol­ 
canologist, w ho is now at the V olcano 
H ouse in the big island, supports th e 
theory. 
* 
Mauna Loa erupted last 
in 
S ep ­ 
tem ber 1916. T he eruption w as fo l­ 
lowed by the periodical lava flow in 
1919. T he theory is 
that 
the 
lava 
breaks out of th e sum m it 
in 
th ese 
cycles of nine years and is follow ed 
by a flow' out o f the side. Should the 
theory be borne out in the pring a s in 


form er years the eruption w ill occur 
in 1923 and th e subsequent flow of 
lava in 1925. 
The other pit of K ilauea, on the 
side 
of the m ountain, 
M auna Loa, 
: is steadily rising and show s consider- 
1 able gain after each rise. T he lake 
of lava in th e south w estern corner of 
the pit is rising now at the rate of 
six feet a day and is expected to 
show its greatest activity betw een D e­ 
cem ber 15 and 22 w hen a large group 
of visitors from all ov6r th e islands 
is planning to v isit th e volcano. 
Although the lake of lava in the 
pit is constantly rising and is over­ 
flow ing on the northern edge, w h e n 
the sides are low’er, the pit does not 
present an 
alarm ing 
sp ectacle, for 
the lake is so far down it looks tiny
